Yeltsin stayed out of public view, still 
grieving over his mother's death, but his 
foreign minister said thc'Uussian president 
was ready for political battle. 

The head of Russia's Constitutional 
Court, Valery Zorkin, declared that ’’tlie 
road toward a comproinfse has not been e.\- 
hausted" — but ho offered no. idea wluit 
kind of compromise might be possible. 

And. Zorkin warned; “When the road to**' 
compromise is exhausted, then war be- 
gins." ■ ‘ 1

In recati years the couns liavc expanded the Bill 
ofRigliLs forbo-ohd what die Founding Fathers 
could have imagined. The First Amendment now 
covers pornography ond has redefined “speech" to 
mean “expression" thus covering behavior from 
nude dancing to flag homing. Tie war against 
rising crime has been hobbkra by ‘Icchnipiliiics" 
arising from liberal inicrpretations.of the l\>un}i 
(unrcasotuble searches), Fifllt (self-incrimination) 
and Sixth (riglit to counsel) onicndmcnts. Only the 
Second Amendment lias bm subject to limiting 
ratlier dian expanding inierpreiaiions. ' 

But die Founding Fathers put the Second 
Amendment in the Bill of Riglits fora reason. 

Tiey considered on armed citizenry to be a vital 
asset in “ihtt security of o free State" based on 
democracy imd individual liberty.

Tlie American farmers 
and ironiicrsmcn proved much better shots that the 
Redcoats who were (mined to fire just a few 
unoimed volleys before resorting to the bayonet. 
Americans also privately owned better guns than 
those issued to British troops.

LEWISTON (AP) —‘North- 
central Idaho could be the location 
Tor a film about- the 1877 flight of 
Nez Perce chief Joseph from U.S. 
soldiers, state officials say. 

A major film ^tudio is showing 
interest in producing a feature film 
about the tribe's forced march, 
leading up to^Joseph's surrender 
near the Canadian border. 

Peg Crist of the Idaho Film 
Bureau of the state Commerce 
Department has confirmed a studio 
expressed interest, ..but discussions 
are at a preliminary stage. She did 
not name the studio. 

Crist has iricCwith officials from 
the Nez Pcrcc Tribe and Nez Perce 
' National Historical Park in 
Spaulding. . 

Frank Walker, park 
superintendent, did say the studio 
that made the inquiry is Paramount. 
He said Crist wanted to discuss the 
possibility of filming at the White 
Bird Balilcfield, one of the park 
sites. 

The film would cover the flight of 
1877 that began with the White Bird 
battle and ended in Montana. A 
group of soldiers and 1 1 citizen 
volunteers searched for a group of 
Nez Perce who had killed some 
white settlers near the Salmon 
River. 

Some Nez Pcrcc warriors rode out 
as a peace party, but were fired 
upon, and the battle erupted. One- 
third of the troops died in the battle, 
with no Nez Perce dead. 

The tribe fled, hoping to reach 
(Canada, but afler five months, and 
several more battles, Joseph was 
forced to surrender at Bear Paw in 
Montana.

Difference document A modified version of the contingency remedy is being 
implemented because pilot-scale treatability study results indicate that the 
preferred physical separation/chemical extraction technology which was tested 
cannot achieve the goals outlined in the December 1991 Record of Decision. 

The modification to the contingency remedy, which is described in the Explanation 
of Significant Difference document, is the transfer of the 2 to 3 feet p[ contaminated 
sediments from the larger of three cells of the Warm Waste Pond to one or both 
of two smaller cells of the pond. A clean soil cover would then be placed over the 
consolidated sediments to reduce the potential for release and exposure to the 
sediments. This would result in'^-reduction of the area of contamination from 
approximately 18,000 square yards currently occupied by the three cells of the pond 
' to approximately 7,000 square yards, an area reduction of 60 percent. The large** 

' cdll from which the contaminants are to be removed would then be backfilled to 
' grade. This area should then be frea for future uses. 

Plan preparation for^this action will begin approximately 30 days after issuance of 
the Explanation of Significant Difference document. Field work is expected to be 
implemented in the fall of 1993. Although modified from the original Record of 
Decision, the selected contingency remedy has not changed significantly in scope 
and a formal comment period will not be conduced •

Valley ot^tains 
$1.3 million in 
block grants

Grants totaling more than $1.3 million 
were awarded to Magic Valley towns arid 
cities Monday to fund construction of 
public water and sewage systems and 
senior-citizen center projects. 

The grants are a part of the Idaho 
Community Development Block Grant 
program that is administered by the 
Department of Commerce and financed 
with ft^eral funds. . 

"This was a matter of life and death for 
Hagermon," said Mayor Jim Martin. "If we 
con get the rest of the grants, we're going 
to have a pretty decent water system for 
Hagermon." 

TTie town is working on $2.25 million in 
water system improvements. Monday's 
grant tmnouncement provided $500,000. 

More grants, along vvith a $500,000 
bond that the city passed last year for 
matching funds, are needed .to provide a 
new water tank, two new wells -and new 
water lines. City Councilman Gary 
Grissom said. < ' 

Also^ .he said, the Environmental 
Protection Agenby has -mandated that the 
city water system, fed now only by spring 
water, have on alternate source of water. 

In Gooding, Mayor David Adair said he 
feels a flood of relief that Gooding 
received a $500,000 grant for sewer system 
improvements.' 

, , "We were concerned whether we were 
going to get the grant at all, " he said' 

Monday. “I felt reasonably assured, but, 
with all the processing, there’s a paper trail 
-that’s probabiya milc^ortwo-long;that-you- 
go through, so I was.’.^a little concerned 
whether we were going 'to moke it or not." 

Gooding. had a mandate from EPA to 
improve its sewer system. 

With the grant money, eight sewer lift 
stations with pumps and electronic 
equipment will be up^ded. Gooding olso 
is required to develop . a sludge- 
’mahagement plan because sludge cannot 
be put in a landfill. 

Adair said the city will build 23 dry beds 
aboqt 60 or 80 feet by 40 feet to retain- 
sludge until it is dry. enough to be 
distributed to farms as fertilizer.

Terry Schulte, director of the

of both Burley and Hansen buttes 
through public disclosure laws. 

Hansen Butte, in Twin Fulls 
County, jWas the first site considered 
by the wnd-waste district for its own 
landfill site. The Burley Butte 
location, about eight miles west of 
Burley, was the second. Both sites 
were eventually turned down after 
neighbors complained. 

Neighbors worried about 
..groundwater contamination, blowing 
. trash and increased truck traffic. 

' although solid waste officials said 
. ^uch things would be controlled. 

■The two studies obtained by 
Disposc-AII originally cost about 
$50,000 and S7S.000, Schultz said. 
Dispose-AIl had to pay only copying 
costs to obtain the studies.

Tlie 
plug has been eliminated. — . 

, The calcining is expected to last scvbrul months and will solidify 
about 255.0U0 gallons of liquid waste. About 2 million gallons are 
currently stored in underground tanks there.

Organization says job stress is incrcasinglo' 
the point, of a worldwide epidemic affecting 
some of the most ordinary jobs. 

Waitresses in Sweden, teachers in Japan, 
postal workers in America, bus drivcrs“in 
Europe and assembly line workers 
everywhere arc all showing increasing signs 
of job stress, an ILO report said Monday. 

'Pressure to keep up witlunochincs; no say 
about the jobjand low pay for long hours- 


have left millions of workers burned out, 
accidcnt-pronc or sick, the report says. And 
frequently now workers must cope 'with the 
growing practice of supervisors 
electronically monitoring performance by 
computer. 

**We now know that stress is a global 
phenomenon.** said ILO job stress expert 
Vittorio G. -Di Martino in an interview. “We 
thought in the post that it hit mostly white 
collar workers in the industrialized 
countries. It’s time to put that myth to rest.” 

The report, “Job Stress: The 20th Century 
Discasc.^4)oipts'to'grov^g evidence of. 
problei^' around' the vmrld, including 


developing countries, where, it says, 
companies arc doing little to hclp'cmployccs 
cope with tnc strain of modern 
industrialization. 

The international organization estimates 
the cost of job stress in the United States 
alone at S200 billion annually from 
compensation claims, reduced productivity, 
absenteeism, added health insurance costs 
and direct medical expenses for related 
diseases s'uch as ulcers, high blood pressure 
and heart attack. 

Stress-related injury claims on the job 
hove climbed from 5 percent of all

Two years ago this summer. IS- 
. ye^'Old Sarah fell hard for an 18- 
yeoT'Old she still describes as **gor< 
geous, the kind of guy you dream 
about liking you.” 

The dream turned, nightmarish 
when he began raping her, ' • 

For months, she blamed herself. 
And for a long time, she told' no 
one. 

Finally, she found the courage to 
end the relationship, which she de> 
scribed as thrilling and exciting at 
first but ultimately scary, danger* 
ous and dem eaning whcji_h turned 
sexually and verbally violentTNow 
17. .'Sarah participates in a teen 
counseling group at Turning Point, 
a Mount Clemens, Mich, center for 
battered women. 

What happened to her is tragic 
but. unfonunaiely, n.oi unusual, ac* 
cording to author Barrie Levy. 
Teen relationships turn abusive — 
verbally, physically or sexually r- 
for. nearly one-third of this cduh- 
try’s young people, Levy esti- 
mates. 

Sometimes they even cum fatal, 
as the shooting death of 13-year- 
old Greta Slusher of Manchester, : 
Mich, two weeks ago showe d. 

TiJsl 10 daysTiefbre' Tier deatli, 
Greta’s 17-ychr-old boyfriend, Ja- 
Son BKggs, had twice ' tried to 
choke her, police said. “I was very 
mad about her going out with oth- 
er people," he told police who in- 
vestigated the attacks. Later, after 
shooting Greta, he also took his 
own life. 

' In violent relationships, the vic- 
tims — most often but not exclu- 
sively young women — may be 
frightened, confused and .hesitant 
to ask for help, believing ^hey.

The book’s mes.sagc underscores 
how important it is for parents to 
keep communication open with 
their sons and daughters, even 
when their efforts arc rebuffed, 
and to be aware of what is happen- 
ing in their youngsters’ lives.

In Sarah’s case, hcr-fftsi hint of 
violence came .several weeks into 
the relationship, when she attended 
a party at her boyfriend's home 
and .saw he had punched holes in 
the walls. She made excuses for 
him. believing he "just hod a prob- 
lem with his icmpcr," she said. 

He raped her .several weeks later 
"in~hnrbaserricntrholdihg'hls‘hand 
over her mouth. The youth’s par- 
ents were upstairs. Other incidents 
followed. • 

"I couldn't believe a guy who 
was so nice to me could tum-on 
me tike ihot.” she said. She stayed 
because site loved the "nice” side.
